holds  out  his  hand  to  the  proud,  and  grinds  the  subject  under  kls 


inutility,  having  no  other  object  or  end  than  the  extortion  of  money 
under  various  pretences.  It  is  this  persuasion  which  causes  retrench¬ 
ment  to  be  received  with  a  blind  approval,  without  reference  or  glance 
to  the  thing  about  to  be  retrenched.  So  dear  indeed  is  the  name  to 
Englishmen,  that,  were  it  proposed  to  retrench  a  mighty  Functionary’s 
head,  we  almost  question  whether  approbation  would  not  come  before 
the  nature  and  quality  of  the  proceeding  struck  the  mind.  The  whole 
apparatus  of  Government  having  settM  down  in  common  estimation 
to  the  character  of  an  abuse,  any  abatement  of  its  costly  parts  is 
accounted  a  benefit.  Such  being  the  feeling,  the  Minister  who  should 
be  strong  enough  to  appear  in  the  part  of  an  economist  would  com¬ 
mand  a  very  general  popularity,  referable  not  to  bis  merits  of  discern¬ 
ment  and  judgment,  but  to  the  excess  of  provocation  in  the  invaded 
provinces  of  extravagance.  Last  year,  when  the  Premier  was  reported 
(whether  justly  or  not.  we  know  not)  to  be  committing  many  acts  of 
petty  cruelty  under  the  name  of  econoroy-r>acts.  as  they  seem^  to  us. 
too  much  like  the  tricks  of  beggars  who  pinch  their  children  to  make 
the  cry  serve  their  trade — when  these  tales  were  recited  in  one  of  the 
papers,  the  aptest  representative  of  the  common  mind,  they  were  met, 
as  they  were  told,  with  applause  instead  of  disgust,  thus  reminding  us 
bf  young  Philpot’s  narrative  of  his  admired  model  of  Mr  Inkle’s 
prudent  proceedings  with  regard  to  Yarico,  which  are  equally  com¬ 
mended  by  the  speaker,  and  the  grovelling  hearer  whose  notions  of 
morality  all  turn  on  the  balance  of  profit.  We  are  strongly  disposed 
to  believe  that  the  extravagance  of  our  Government  has  rendered 
economy  too  sole  and  engrossing  a  consideration  with  the  public.  AU 
the  means  of  securing  good  government  are  held  seco^ary  to  the 
mere  alleviations  of  the  consequences  of  bad  government.  Let 
WsLLiifOTOif  show  a  desire  to  lessen  the  burthens  on  the  people,  and 
the  neeeBsity  for  Parliamentary  Reform  seems  the  less  urgent,  though 
by  such  a  measure  the  people  would  be  secured  against  the  abuses  for 
the  abatement  of  which  they  are  now  inclined  to  be  so  inordinately 
grateful.  In  these  remarks  we  are  by  no  means  undervaluing 
econbisy.  which  is  necessary  in  a  State  as  in  a  private  family,  but 
wbieh,  m  a  State  as  in  a  private  family,  should,  beiore  it  is  praised,  be 
considered  with  reference  to  exigencies  and  service.  There  is  a  plan 
of  saving  conspicuous  exactly  in  proportion  to  its  folly,  proverbially 
caHed  the  **  penny  wise,  pound  foolish.”  to  which  the  economy  of  the 
Great  Captain  has.  we  suspect,  a  strong  tendency.  It  should  be 
borne  in  mind  too.  that  the  roost  culpable  of  all  extravagances  is  that 
which  pays  fbr  a  necessary  without  procuring  its  use.  for  by  this  we 
are  doimly  cheated— cbeat^  of  the  money  expended  without  any 
return,  and  what  is  yet  worse,  cheated  of  the  service,  the  negation  of 
which  may  attended  with  mischiefs  not  to  be  compensated  by 
millions.  Tims,  for  example,  we  should  refuse  to  bestow  the  praise 
ofeoonomy  tNi' the  bead  of  an  Administration  which  should  dismiss 
subalterns  M4^h)eh  clerks,  while  it  filled  two  roost  delicately-impor- 
tant  offices  bf  the  State  with  blank  sheets  of  paper,  only  good  to  have 
cheques  for  salaries  written  on  them.  All  things  which  answer  not 
their  purpoees  are  dear  at  any  price,  and  a  bad  or  inefficient  Adroi- 
lUsUaUc^  CPU  never  be  economical.  They  may  save  in  this  quarter 
or  in  that,  but  their  existence  and  blundering  power  is  the  worst 
charge  to  the  nation.

Mr  Wood  then  addressed  the  Wardmote,  after  which’ it  adjoarnsd. 

PoRTsoxEN  Ward. — The  new  Candidate  here  waa  Mr  Scales. — Mr

(Lewt 
laughter.)  Now  that  was  terry  false ;  but  the  Worthy  Deputy  would 
disregard  such  an  attack  from  auch  a  quarter. 

Mr  Scales  said,  he  had  never  called  Mr  Carter  an  apostate  till  he  hid 
proved  himself  to  be  one.

Year  after  year  he  would  present  himself  before  them, 
and  he  bad  no  doubt  they  should  be  better  friends,  and  eventually  bis 
principles  would  triumph.

The  Wardmote  was  dissolved. 

CuppLBAATB  Withoot^Vard.— The  struggle  here  was  between  Mr 
Curtis,  the  popular  Candidate,  and  Mr  Russell,  the  Select  Vestry  protegi. 
At  the  close  of  the  poll  on  Tuesday,  Mr  Curtis  addressed  the  meeting, 
telling  them  that  when  he  6rst  thought  of  ofiering  himself,  they  said  to 
him,“  You  must  come  hand  in  hand  with  the  Select  Vestry,  or  you  won’t 
do— -it  ^on’t  tell.”  “  No  (said  he),  1  disapprove  of  that  sort  of  recom¬ 
mendation.  ,I  shall  try  to  gain  admission  through  some  other  aperture 4” 
and  he  rejected  the  proposal  with  disdain.  {Cheers,)  That  body  en¬ 
tered  one  and  all  against  him,  unsupported  as  he  was,  except  by  the 
approbation  of  those  who  denied  an  usurped  and  intolerable  power. 
{Cheers,)  He  would  resign  if  a  man  better  able  to  serve  the  Ward  pre¬ 
sented  himself,  but  that  man  was  not  Mr  Russell.  (LoagAfar,  and  cheers^ 
and  hisses,) 

Mr  Russell  observed,  whatever  might  be  said,  he  was  as  independent 
i  man  as  Mr  Curtis,  and  he  would  act  with  as  much  independence.  He 
never  would  give  way  to  jobs.  (Loud  laughter.)  He  was  a  man  as 
advocated  reform.  (Loud  laughter.)  He  hoped  bis  friends  would  attend 
in  crowds  to-morrow,  and  he  bad  no  doubt— he  was  not  at  all  a/eardi 
not  being  returned.  (Cheers  and  laughter.)

*  RECEPTION  BY  THE  KING  OF  THE  QUEEN 
*  OF  PORTUGAL. 

On  Monday  (says  he  Times)  “  the  young  Queen  of  Portugal  was 
received  by  his  Majesty  at  Windsor  with. all  the  hoootirs  becoming  her 
rank<— with  all  the  regard  and  friendship  due  to  centuries  of  political 
allianoe,  and  with  all  the  sympathy  and  kindness  inspired  by  her  youth 
and  situation.  To  render  the  ceremony  more  imposing,  his  Majesty  was 
surrcunded  with  his  Ministers,  with  the  Grand  Officers  of  his  Household, 
and  with  the  Princes  of  the  Blood.  The  efforls  which  his  Majesty  made  to 
please  his  fair  and  youthful  visitor  were  such  as  became  rather  his  gallantry 
and  kindness  of  disposition  towards  her,  than  his  regsrd  to  his  own  very 
delicate  health.  He  led  her  from  the  entrance-stairs,  and  exerted  him¬ 
self  to  walk  with  her  round  the  apartments.  Ho  assured  her  that  the 
delay  in  receiving  her  was  not  bis  fault,  but  that  of  his  health  ;  he  con¬ 
versed  with  her  affably,  even  using  some  words  of  Portuguese ;  he 
to  her,  at  the  collation  which  was  given,  as  his  young  ally,  and  exhitited 
every  symptom  of  an  interest  in  her  fortunes.  In  drinking  his  Majesty  s 
health  in  return,  the  young  Queen  said,  with  amiable  gratitude,  that  in 
giving  that  toast  she  only  gave  one  which  she  drank  every  day  at  her  own 
table.  Thus,  whatever  may  bathe  future  fortunes  of  this  interesting 
Princess,  the  King  and  his  Ministers  have  shown  their  respect  to  the 
rights  of  legitimacy  in  her  person,  by  acknowledging  her  title,  and 
honouring  her  station — thus  replying  nobly  to  the  base  insinuations  of  a 
portion  of  the  English  press,  that  they  ware  about  to  abandon  her  inte¬ 
rests  and  to  acknowledge  as  Wng  of  Portugal  the  Usurper  ol  her  throne. 

The  Morning  Chronicle,  on  the  contrary,  says,  “  The  greatest  anxiety 
prevailed  among  the  Portuguese  emigrants  as  to  the  precise  style  in  which 
their  Queen  would  be  received.  All  the  Windsor  ooaches  were  crowded 
with  these  unfortunate  refugees,  and  numbers  who  could  not  afford  to 
pay  for  coach-hire,  anxiously  but  willingly  walked  to  Winder  to  wit- 
noaa  what  they  anticipaud  woald  be  the  triumphant  entry  of  the  ^oen 
of  Portngal.  These  hopes,  however,  wart  in  some  measure  disappointed ; 
and  if  we  are  phyaiognomists  at  all,  iha  counieoancet  of  the  whole  osrlsgs, 
on  quilting  Windsor  Castle,  pourtrsyed  anything  butsalisUction  aiijie 
reoeptioo  their  young  Qtiaaii  had  met  with.  The  truth  is,  that,  on  the 
part  of  his  Majesty,  there  were  no  preparatioos  of  stme,  nor  was  ibers 
avsMt  an  antin  number  of  the  domestios  in  immedisi#  attandaoce  up®**  fha 
King.  The  King  appeared  in  what  is  termed  the  half  or  undrM  Waidaov 
aaJMaait  deoDvmed  with  a  eiar  4  and  the  few  oflhsers  in  attendanaa, 

Groom j  aad  Bqutrfy  in  Wailing)  wtia  aUo  mfiiW*  w 
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the  tsfiM  morning  or  undress  uniform.  This  refraining  from  all  appeaiw 
ance  of  state  most  have  been  well  understood  ss  the  determination  of  tho 
Mng  ;  and  all  the  persons  present,  who  were  connected  with  the  Court, 
csme  in  the  same  unmeaning  style  of  dress,  llie  Duke  of  Wellington 
”****•  •”  exception  to  the  general  appearance  of  blue  coau  and 
red  collars,  Uie  Noble  Premier  appearing  in  a  plain  black  coat.  Tho 
Queen  and  her  attendants  alighted  at  the  entrance  of  the  King's  privato 
soartmeots,  his  hfsjesty's  band  (who  were  in  t|ia  new  undr^  uniform) 
playing  a  march,  which  was  particulsriy  noticed  by  the  anxious  Portu» 
guese  as  being  at  variance  with  the  usual  form  of  saluting  Royalty,  th« 
Mstom  being  to  play  ‘  God  save  the  King.*  The  mere  ceremony  of  intros 
duction  could  have  nothing  peculiar  in  it ;  but  of  this  our  readers  may  bo 
assured,  that  the  hope  of  the  liberal  portion  of  the  Portuguese  nation  was 
remived  by  his  Majesty  as  the  daughter  of  the  Emperor  of  Bresil,  or 
Princess  of  Grand  Para,  and  not  as  Queen  of  Portugal.  Jt  is  said  that  the 
cause  of  the  King's  determination  to  receive  the  voung  visitor  arose  from 
the  receipt  of  dispatches  from  tho  Emperor,  her  lather.  How  they  could 
bear  upon  the  peculiar  reception  thus  given  to  his  daughter,  we  ounnot 
determine,  but  tinm  will  discover  all.  A  hot  lunch,  as  it  was  called,  was 
prepared  in  the  King's  new  dining-room,  and  the  tables  were  splendidly 
decorated,  and  covered  with  every  delicacy  of  the  season.  At  four 
o'clock  precisely,  the  procession  leR  the  Castle,  in  the  same  order  in 
which  it  arrived,  and  the  dejected  Portuguese  were  to  be  seen  quitting 
Windsor  with  disappointment  strougly  depicted  on  their  never  very 
cheerful-looking  countenances.” 

Ttic  GIoAs  remarks,  “  The  young  Queen  of  Portugsl  was  on  Monday 
received  by  his  Msjesty  at  Windsor  with  the  respect  due  to  her  rank, 
which  consists,  as  far  as  we  oan  discover,  in  being  welcomed  at  the  head 
of  the  staircase,  instead  of  being  presented  to  the  throne.  Some  of  our 
contemporaries,  Tories  and  Ministerialists,  seem  anxious  to  throw  doubts 
on  the  character  in  which  the  Queen  was  received.  But  in  what  character 
can  she  have  been  received  ?  Why,  if  there  be  any  doubt  as  to  her  title, 
has  Uie  British  Ambassador  left  Lisbon  f  If  Donna  Maria  it  not  Queen  of 
Portugal,  Miguel  is  certainly  King  in  right  ss  well  ss  in  fact,  and  it  must 
have  been  quite  unnecessary  to  involve  our  dipiomstio  intercourse  with 
that  country  in  any  difficulty.  If  our  oontemporaries  are  only  anxious 
on  this  subject  because  they  are  unwilling  to  involve  this  country  tin  wars 
for  or  against  the  governments  of  other  countries,  we  commend  their  mo¬ 
tive,  though  the  display  of  their  feeling  is  unnecessary.  Wa  certainly 
desire  not  to  see  a  war  undertaken  by  England  to  dethrone  or  enthrone  a 
Sovereign  in  Portugal ;  but  this  nation  has  not  become  so  low  and  weak 
that  the  King  is  obliged  oti  the  iusunt  to  turn  his  back  on  a  Qneeii  of  an 
allied  oountry  like  Portugal,  whose  right  he  lies  recognised  end  by  all 
friendly  roeaiis  promoted,  b^uso  an  usurper  has  by  fraud  and  violence 
contrived  4wa  hope  (as  a  abort  tims  only)  to  displaee  her*  If  the  person 
actually  at  the  head  of  the  Government  in  Portugal  chose  to  ask  en  ex- 
plenstion  of  the  reeson  whg  the  young  Queen  was  received  as  Queen,  ho 
might  be  referred  to  hie  own  recent  promises  and  oaths  to  support  tho 
Constitution  under  which  she  was  reoogntssd  in  the  same  oapsoity.  At 
to  the  mere  matter  of  fact,  the  Court  Newsman,  whose  authority  is  and 
ought  to  be  paramount  in  all  such  matters, seta  the  ooiiit  at  rest.  It  is,  we 
admit,  a  poiotof  no  great  consequence  ae  regards  the  political  relations  of 
tlie  country,  but  ft  is  of  mime  oouscquence  to  the  digutty  and  chsracter  of 
ilie  King  and  his  Court.” 

The  same  Paper  of  Thursday  adds,  “  It  has  been  stated  in  a  Morning 
Paper  that  the  young  Queeu  of  Portugal  was  not  received  as  Queen,  but 
merely  as  a  Princess  of  Brasil.  To  this  statement  a  positive  (but  not  an 
official)  contradiction  has  been  given  ;  but  in  that  contradiction  titere 
ware  some  points  upou  which  mere  cavillers  at  words  oould  hang  up.  an 
argument  in  support  of  a  contrary  assertion.  Wa  now  learn  from  ^ood 
authority,  that  she  was  received  as  Queen,  and  that  the  tnaonernf  the 
reception  was  such  as  to  give  gre®t  sstisfaciton  to  the  Marquis  of  Pal* 
inella  and  the  other  adhereuU  of  Don  Pedro  by  whom  she  was  scoomps- 
uied.  In  addressing  her,  tha  King  is  said  to  have  used  the  word  “  Ma¬ 
jesty,”  and  not  “  Royal  Higbusss,”  aa  siatad  in  a  Morning  Paptrr-« 
circumstance  which  is  alone  cotiolusiVb  aa  to  the  character  in  which  sbw 
is  regarded  by  the  British  Government  Indeed,  it  would  hive  been  n 
groae  absurdity  if  she  had  been  received  in  any  other  way  by  the  King, 
af^ter  the  orders  given  by  the  Admiralty  and  by  the  Batpse-Qaarde,  on  har 
arrival  in  Eogland,  to  raoeiva  her  es  Queen,  and  with  all  tha  honours  duo 
to  a  crowned  head.  A  rspbrt  has  been  circulated,  end  with  some  pteu- 
sibility,  that  her  reception  at  Court  was  purpossly  dtlayed  until  some 
furthtr  communicstioii  oould  be  had  from  Don  Pedro;  end  that  it  was  in 
ooneequenoa  of  soma 'remarks  mads  by  the  Emperor  in  bis  last  dispatches 
to  oer  Ministers  that  tlis  reoeptioo  took  place  on  Monday.  We  ere 
assured,  however,  that  this  report  is  unfoundsd.  His  Majesty  had  sp- 
polnicd  to  receivs  tha  Qneeo  several  weeks  ago,  sod  the  pos^nemenl 
was  distinctly  staled  to  tlia  Portuguese  and  Braxilian  Aoibassadocs  to  bt 
alone  caused  by  ill  health.”— Gfrtte.

Whan  the  rt^hneal,  or  the  raeme  eonpenlef,  lyp  ^ 

eieed,  the  General  Offieer  wii  etee  nt  InneC.  er  Mmm,  ng  ihn  ettnafetn 
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•hall  have  been  doin^  dutjr  for  a  reatooable  time  with  the  corps)  to  put  the 
reg^imcnt  or  companies  through  their  exercise,  field  morements,  ana  evolu¬ 
tions  ;  such  Captain  or  Subaltern  to  be  selected  indifferentlj,  and  without 
previous  notice  given  to  him  or  the  Commanding  Officer,  in  order  that  it 
knay  be  ascertained  whether  due  attention  has  been  shown  to  the  inspruo- 
tion  of  every  Officer ;  whether  opportnnities  have  been  afforded  to  him  of 
hecomfng  acquaint^  with  every  part  of  his  duty,  and  whether  he*  has 
availed  himself  of  such  opportunities. 

The  General  Officer  will  charge  the  Commanding  Officers  to  enconri^ 
the  subalterns  of  their  retpeciire  corps  to  qualify  themselves  for  the  duties 
of  Adjutant,  both  in  the  field  and  in  the  orderly  room,  and  to  afford  them 
every  facility  for  acquiring  a  competent  knowledge  of  such  duties ;  and 
!t  should  be  pointed  out  to  them,  that  by  showing  a  zealous  desire  to  ren¬ 
der  themselres  thus  useful,  they  will  strengthen  ue  claim  which  they  may 
have  to  advancement  in  the  service. 

The  General  Officer  will  point  out  to  Officers  commanding  regiments  and 
corps  the  necessity  and  importance  of  their  requiring  Captains  and  Sub¬ 
alterns  of  companies  to  became  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  character, 
disposition,  temper,  and  habits,  of  every  non-cosunissioned  officer  and 
soldier  of  their  respective  companies,  so  as  to  be  able  to  answer  at  once^ 
and  correctly,  any  questions  which  may  be  addressed  to  them  by  their 
superior  officers.  This  knowledge  can  only  be  attained  by  unremitted 
attention  to  every  detail  of  duty,  and  by  close  observation. 

Finally,  the  General  Officer^  will  take  every  opportunity  of  impressing 
tlpoh  the  Commanding  Officer,  and  through  him  upon  those  of  every  rank, 
the  advantage  which  they,  individually,  Um  corps,  and  the  service  at  large, 
will  derive  from  the  adoption  towards  the  don-ooramissioned  officer 
loldier  of  a  system  of  command  and  treatment  which  shall  be  free  from  the 
coarse  and  offensive  language  too  often  used  in  reproving  the  soldier  fbr 
trifling  irregulvities,  or  for  accidental  omissions.  They  should  be  told 
that  the  use  of  gross  language  and  offensive  terms,  upon  any  occasion,  is 
not  only  unbecoming  their  own  character  and  station,  as  officers  and  gen¬ 
tlemen,  but  degrading  to  the  soldier ;  whereas  it  is  desirahl#  to  keep  up  in 
a4  ranks  of  the  army  a  proper  feeling,  and  high  sense  of  honour,  by  which 
correct  discharge  of  duty  will  be  insured. 

,  The  gross  abuse  which  is  often  lavished  on  a  soldier  for  a  trifling  fault, 
an  accidental  mistake,  or  an  unintentional  omission,  produces  irritation  or 
sulk ;  ond  to  this  cause,  more  than  to  any  other,  may  be  traced  acts  of 
insubordination  ^which  entail  the  neeesaity  of  severe  ponishment.  If 
reproof  be  necessary,  it  should  be  conveyed  in  such  a  manner,  and  in  such 
terms,  as  will  make  a  lasting  impression,  without  hurting  tht  feelings  of 
Uie  individual  and  lowering  him  in  his  own  estimation.  The  officers 
should  not  only  themselves  observe  this  injunction,  but  they  should 
require  it  to  be  observed  by  the  non-eommissioned  officers ;  and  indeed 
their  example  will  very  soon  have  the  effect  of  checking  the  nse  of  im¬ 
proper  and  offensir#  terms  on  Chs  part  of  ths  non-eommissioned  officers 
^w^ds  the  eoldiors.  If  gets  of  intentional  negleet  and  of  insubordination 
should  take  pUeo,  although  wholly  unprovoked  by  any  trsatmeni  received, 
the  means  of  correction  and  punishment  which  are  antheriaed  by  the  regn^^ 
ktionf  of  the  serviee  must  be  resorted  to,  and  they  will  have  doable  effect, 
if  not  preceded  by  coarse  an^  abusive  language;  indeed  H  will  probably 
be  found  that  they  will  booonte  eemparatively  rare,  as  the  duty  will  be 
dpne  more  cheerfully  and  seabusly.

^  AlD  ncoount  has  been  laid  before  Parliament,  and  printed,  for  the  first 
fime,  of  all  monies  which  bsve  been  received  for  and  in  rsspeotof  any 
proitof  Admiralty  or  Droit  of  the  Crown, and  from  surplus  of  tbs  Duties 
called  4|  per  Centum  Detiss,  over  and  above  the  Claries  and  other 
annual  charges,  Ac.,  and  from  all  surplus  Rsvsaues  of  Gibraltar  or  ether

The  Ditowned.  By  the  Author  of  Fdham,  ' 

Wb  have  given  to  The  Duowned  a  most  attentive  and,  we  may  add, 
respectful  perusal,  and  have  passed  from  the  first  page  to  the  last 
without  experiencing  ofie  sensation  of  interest.  The  story,  slight  and 
inartificial  as  it  is,  lays  itself  open  to  us  from  the  first,  and  the  afiCecta- 
tion  of  mystery  it  hence  tedious  and  vexatious.  Tbe  characters  are 
forced  and  lalMured,  and  each  seems  .(if  we  may  be  allowed  so  com¬ 
mercial  an  illustration)  to  be  trading  ihrtnighout  on  its  own  account,— 
or,  like  portraits  in  an  exhibition-room,  to  be  looking  their  looks  with 
all  their  might  for  the  spectators,  without  any  regard  or  relation  of 
proportion,  age,  or  'any  other  kind,  to  each  other.  There  is  no 
grouping,  no  effect  of  stssociation.  Ibe  persons  go  together  as  in  ths 
mrced  conjunctions  of  public-house  s’lgns,  *  Cock  and  Rottle,*  *  Cal 
and  Shoulder  of  Mutton/  ’  Provided  they  are  starkly  striking  in 
their  respective  ways,  standing  out  of  the  canvas  with  violent  red  or 
yeilow,  green  or  blue,  the  Umaer  appears  satiafted.  Notwithstaoding 
these  faults,  however.  The  Ditowned  confirms  the  impression  made 
upon  us  by  Felkmif  that  the  author  is  a  ptrson^  of  an  eminently 
accomplished  and  enlightened  mind,  whose  intentions  are  as  excellent 
as  hM  talents,  and  whose  nnderstanding,  hi  bjr  magnetic  attraction, 
points  to  truth.  The  failure,  for  so  we  must  consider  it,  of  t^  work 
nefore  us,  is  probably  referable  to  those  time-bargain  ‘  practices  by 
which  the  bookselleis  of  tbe  day  deprave  the  performances  of  popular 
authors,  in  order  to  make  tbe  most  of  their  favour  in  the  marked  or,  as 
the  phrase  goes,  **  to  strike  while  the  iron  is  hot.**  But  failure  as 
The  Ditowned  is,  there  is  enough  in  it  to  do  credit  to  the  intellect  of  ^ 
the  author,  though  not  to  his  cr^t  as  a  novelist.  Tlwre  are  tboughti 
of  original  truth  and  reflections  of  pbilotophical  justness.  These 
merits,  however,  do  not  present  themselves  to  the  best  advantage,  as 
they  do  not  seem  the  natural  growth  of  the  composition,  but  rather 
hoarded  observations  transcribed  froth  a  memorandum-book*  In  a 
cant  word  of  connoisseurghip,  everything  is  out  of  beeping^  and  the 
whole  looks  like  the  collection  of  a  broker's  shop — articles  of  woria 
and  lumber  all  jumbled  together  in  a  dreary  disorder,  and  requimg 
dispersion  before  they  can  regain  appropriateness  and  perform  then 
uses.

LETTER  raoif  THE  DUKE  OF  WELLIMOTOII,  TO  DR  CURTIS|  CATROUQ 

PRIMATE  OF  IRELAND. 

“  Mt  dear  Sir, — I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  4th  inst.  and  I 
assure  you  that  you  do  me  justice  in  believing  that  I  am  sincerely  anaious 
to  witness  the  settlement  of  the  Roman  Catholic  question,  which,  by 
benefiting  the  state,  would  confer  a  benefit  on  every  individual  belonging 
to  it.  But  I  confess  that  I  see  no  prospect  of  such  a  settlement.  Party 
has  been  mixed  up  with  the  consideration  to  such  a  degree,  and  such 
violence  pervades  every  discussion  of  it,  that  it  is  impoeaible  to  expect  to 
prevail  upon  men  to  consider  it  dispassionately.

There  is  little  absolutely  new  in  the  foreign  intelligence  of  the 
week  to  elicit  obebrvation,  except  that  a  due  consideration  of  the 
Taiious]  accounts  of  the  Russian  movements  corrects  no  small 
degree  of  exaggeration  in  respect  to  the  extent  of  their  retrogra- 
dation.  Thus  it  is  discovered  that  two  only  of  the  four  corps 
employed  on  the  south  of  the  Danube  have  returned  to  the 
northern  hank ;  and  that  of  the  sixth  and  seventh,  imder  the  com¬ 
mand  of  Prince  Eugene  and  General.  Roth,  one  is  covering 
Varna,  and  the  other  maintaining  a  position  in  the  line  of  Bazard- 
jik.  It  is  also  ascertained  that  a  strong  Russian  corps,  under 
General  Lange ron,  will  quietly  take  up  its  winter  quarters  at 
Bucharest ;  and  that  the  Principalities  of  Moldavia  and  Wallachia 
will  contain  the  greater  portion  of  the  retreating  forces,  in  readiness 
to  act  on  the  return  of  spring.  The  Turks  are  described  to  be  in 
a  state  of  great  exultation,  but  no  attempt  to  follow  the  Russians 
across  the  Danube  is  hitherto  recorded  on  their  part.  At  the  same 
time,  nothing  like  overtures  for  armistice  have  been  'made  on 
either  side,  which  indeed  is  the  less  called  for,  as  the  nature  of  the 
climate  renders  active  operations  during  winter  next  to  impossible. 
On  the  whole,  nothing  appears  on  the  face  of  affairs  at  present  to 
warrant  an  expectation  that  hostilities  will  not  recommence  in  the 
spring  with  as  much  fury  as  ever. 

A  sort  of  suspicion  seems  to  be  entertained,  that  Don  Miguel 
is  really  defunct ;  and  at  all  events  his  danger  seems  to  he  ope¬ 
rating  upon  British  deportment  towards  the  young  Queen  his 
niece.  It  is  further  reported,  that  the  Emperor  of  Brazil  has 
expressed  his  approbation  of  the  conduct  of  the  Marquis  de  Pal* 
MELLA  and  his  Plenipotentiaries  in  Europe,  in  opposition  to  some 
fneridly  representation  to  their  disadvantage  on  the  part  of  Lord 
Strangford.  All  this  of  course  is  to  be  regarded  as  little  be¬ 
yond  rumour ;  hut  there  is  certainly  gp’ound  to  believe  that  advices 
from  Brazil,  or  the  doubtful  state  of  Miguel,  have  some  small 
connexion  with  the  recent  increase  of  courtesy  at  Windsor.  It  is 
now  said  that  the  emigrant  Portuguese  soldiers  are  to  proceed  in 
the  first  instance  to  Terceira,  still  ostensibly  holding  out  for  Donna 
Maria.  The  death  of  Miguel  might  be  very  timely  at  tliis 
moment' 

According  to  letters  from  Barcelona,  sixteen  persons  of  the  Con- 
iritutional  party  were  to  he  executed  there  on  the  1  Ith  instant.  It 
is  to  this  sort  of  persecution  and  conclusive  disposal  tliat  certain 
high  Tory  scribblers  of  our  own  would  consign  the  unliappy  Spanish 
mignnts,  for  whose  relief  public  sympathy  has  been  so  ju^y 
exrited.  There  is  a  sort  of  political  partizan,  whom  defeat  drirea 
^to  fury,  and  to  the  manifestation  of  a  species  of  rancour  with 
the  odmm  tJmiogicum  can  alone  compare.

^  The  above  letter  was  read  by  Mr  O'Connell  to  the  Catholic  Awoeia* 
tion  at  its  Meeting  on  Tuenday.  **  The  First  Minister  of  the  Crown,'*  he 
said,  **  has  at  length  afowed  his  sentiments,  and  they  cannot  but  bo 
regarded  favourable  to  Catholic  Emancipation.  (Continued  ckeer$,J  Ho 
declares  solemnly  and  deliberately  that  ihnancipation  would  not  ouly  bono- 
fit  the  Stale,  but  also  confer  benefits  U|K)n  every  individual  belonging  to  it:

(Cheers,)  There  is  the  recorded  opinion,  and  the  conviclioa 
of  the  Duke  of  Wellington ;  and  in  delivering  this  opinion  it  should  not  b« 
forgotten,  how  very  like  it  is  to4hat  which  was  given  expression  to  by  Mr 
Dawson  on  a  former  occasion.  8uch  was  not  tho  sentiment  of  Mr  Peel, 
but  of  the  Duke  of  Wellington,  and  it  may  happen  that  the  Peels  may  be 
thrown  overboard,  and  their  places  filled  by  men  anxious  to  do  justice  to 
Ireland.

The  house  was  much 
talked  of  last  week,  and  very  severely  run  upon  |  but  having  withstood 
the  shock,  the  public  had  begun  to  consider  it  out  of  danger.  Various 
are  the  causes  assigned  for  this  failure :  the  general  belief  appears  to  be, 
notwithstanding  the  assertions  to  the  contrary  in  some  of  the  daily  news¬ 
papers,  that  the  boose  was  deeply  involved  in  the  enormous  undertaking 
in  the  Regent's  park  (the  Colosseum.)  Strange  rumours  are  afloat  aato 
a  leading  partner  in  the  firm  j  but  until  more  is  known,  we  forbear  to 
repeat  them. 
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certain  legal  appointments  which  he  has  recently  made.  A  great  part  of

'  The  contest  for  the  election  of  a  Representative  Peer  of  Ireland,  which 
has  just  terminated,  may  be  taken  as  a  good  test  of  the  feeling  of  the  tem¬ 
poral  barons  of  that  country  as  to  Catholic  Emancipation.  Lord  Duaally, 
a  friend  of  Emancipation,  was  returned,  having  57  votes ;  Lord  Castle- 
msine,  a  Brunswickar,  had  31. 

The  Lord  Wardenship  of  the  Cinque  Ports  is  at  last  disposed  of-^the 
Duke  of  Wellington  having  by  the  King  been  appointed  himself  to  the 
vacant  office. 

Quarter's  Rbverub.— We  have  the  satisfaction  of  announcing,  that 
the  receipts  of  the  current  quarter  of  revenue,  as  compared  with  the  cor¬ 
responding  quarter  of  last  year,  so  far  as  they  can  be  estimated  by  the 
receipts  within  a  fortnight  of  the  termination  of  the  quarter,  evince  an 
increase  in  the  four  chief  heads  of  the  revenua-»in  the  Customt,  of  above 
178/)00/. ;  in  the  Excise,  the  comparative  increase  will  be  above 
1,000,0001. ;  in  the  Stamps,  the  surplus  will  be  200.000/.;  and  in  the 
Assessed  Taxes,  there  is  at  this  moment  an  augmented  receipt  of  80,000/. 
Ttie  Post-office  returns  will  not  vary  much  from  those  of  the  former  year. 
Should  this  statement,  which  is  correct,  of  the  receipts  up  to  this  time  be 
borne  out  by  those  of  the  few  days  which  will  elapse  until  the  5th  of 
January,  when  the  quarter's  revenue  will  be  Anally  made  up,  the  issue  of 
Exchequer  bill^,  to  make  good  the  deflciency  of  the  Consolidated  Fund, 
will  be  consequently  diminished. — Timet, 

*  A  few  days  ago  two  gentlemen,  from  Bromley,  in  Kent,  called  at  Bow 
atreet  Office,  to  consult  the  Chief  Magistrate  upon  the  best  means  of 
checking  the  nightly  depredations  in  that  quarter.

'  Kent  Anti-Brunswice  Club  Dinner.— Nearly  three  hundred  noble¬ 
men  and  gentlemen,  friends  of  civil  and  religious  liberty,  dined  together 
on  Monday,  at  the  Star  Inn,  Maidstone.  Lord  Daexlbt  was  in  the  clieir| 
and  after  dinner  he  addressed  the  company,  stating  that  they  had  assem¬ 
bled  in  self-defence,  as  it  were,  in  order  to  resist  the  attempt  made  to  bind 
the  County  to  opinions  entertained  by  a  particular  body  of  individusli. 
His  Lordship  denied  that  the  County  was  favourable  to  the  establishment 
of  BrunawicW  Clubs,  but  admitted  that,  at  the  late  meeting  at  Penenden 
Heath,  tbe  majority  of  the  freeholders  present  were  opposed  to  Catholic 
Emancipation,  in  the  proportion  of  four  to  three.  The  Brunswickers,  he 
said,  were  organized— meny  of  them  were  labouring  people ;  the  appear¬ 
ance  of  that  anomalous  creature,  Cobbett,  was  against  the  Liberals,  but  he 
thanked  God  that  he  was  opposed  to  them,  for  there 'was  nothing  to  be 
dreaded  but  bis  advocacy. — (CAeers.)  Mr  Sheil's  preeenca-wai  also  un¬ 
favourable  to  the  cause  he  advocated,  though  no  man  had  ever  urged 
more  able  and  uncontrovertible  arguments  in  support  of  civil  and  religious 
liberty.  The  conduct  of  Catholic  Europe  proved  that  the  Catholics  were 
not  now  the  advocates  of  arbitrary  power — look  especially  to  Prance, 
where  Protestants  were  allowed  every  privilege  posaesned  by  tbe  Catholio 
majority.  The  spirit  of  inquiry  was  abroad,  and  justice  would  flnallv 
prevail,  in  spite  of  the  opposition  of  Brunswick  Clubs.  (CAseri.j 
Speeches  in  the  same  manly  tone  were  delivered  by  Lords  Torriagtou, 
Clifton,  and  Teynham;  and  by  Messrs  Warre,  Baring,  jun..  Shea,  and 
General  Miller.  The  General  spoke  of  the  progress  of  liberal  sentiments 
in  South  America,,  and^said,  that  the  country  was  generally  prosperous, 
in  spite  of  individual  ambition  and  faction.

William  Phillips,  Esq.,  who  died  a  few  days  ago,  in  Cavendish  square, 
aged  77  years,  experienced  very  extraordinary  vicissitudes  during  his  long 
life.  Uis  origin  was  obscure,  and  his  education  extremely  defective ;  but 
his  energies  induced  him  to  commit  follies,  which,  however,  a  Jury  did  not 
visit  with  penal  consequences.  He  was  the  inventor  of  illegal  insurance 
in  the  lottery,  and  to  such  an  extent  was  this  nefarious  traffic  carried  on, 
that  between  Temple  Bar  and  the  Royal  Exchange,  nearly  twenty  branch 
illegal  lottery  offices  were  established  in  holes  and  corners,  where  miserable 
wretches  gave  their  single  shilling  to  insure  the  receipt  of  one  guinea,  on 
the  event  of  a  particular  number  being  drawn  on  the  following  day.  The 
managers  were  his  servants,  and  at  the  close  of  each  night*s  business,  the 
books  were  taken  to  bis  private  residence  and  means  given  to  pay  such  few 
of  the  deluded  victims  as  might  chance  to  have  a  pittance  to  receive.  In 
these  times,  it  was  no  unusual  thing  to  see  beggarly  paupers  carrying  their 
beds  to  the  pawnbroker's,  to  raise  the  wind,  and  venture  their  last  stake. 
Notwithstanding  the  odds  were  so  fearfully  against  the  insured,  tradesmen, 
and  even  persons  of  rank,  were  dupes  to  a  large  amount,  and  when  Par¬ 
liament  put  an  end  to  the  system,  Mr  Phillips  had  realized  a  large  fortune, 
to  which  mighty  additions  were  made  by  the  successes  which  attended  in¬ 
door  play,  at  No.  40,  Pallmall.  In  his  house  expenditure  ho  was  prodigal 
in  the  extreme,  and  his  money  transactions  and  loans  were  furnished  to 
princes  of  the  highest  rank.  His  gallantries  were  extensive.  He  married 
a  third  time  late  in  life,  and  has  left  a  young  family,  every  branch  of  which 
is  amply  provided  for.  Mr  Phillips  for  many  years  associated  with  the 
Contractors  of  the  Lottery,  and  by  its  profits  added  heaps  to  his  wealth. 
He  lived  long  enough  to  expiate,  by  his  extensive  charities  and  deeds  of 
benevolence,  the  errors  of  early  life. — Morning  Chronicle, 

.  Will  or  THE  LATH  Queen  op  Wirtembero. — The  Will  of  the  late 
Queen  of  Wirtemberg  has  been  proved  in  the  Prerogative  Court.  The 
property  in  England  is  sworn  under  the  value  of  80,000/.  sterling ;  and  the 
Will,  in  the  German  language,  is  dated  from  the  palace  of  Ludwigsburg, 
the  23rd  day  of  December  1810,  and  consequently  a  number  of  the  legacies 
nnuMKl  therein  have  lapsed  in  consequence  of  the  death  of  the  legatees.— 
Her  M^esty  gives  the  whole  of  the  property  secured  to  her  under  her  mar¬ 
riage  settlements  (subject  to  the  legacies  noticed),  to  the  legitimate  chil¬ 
dren  of  tbo  Ring  of  Wirtemberg,  her  son-in-law,  and  constitutes  them  her 
priariyk heirs;  but  directs  the  same  to  be  preserved  undiminished,  and 
that  her  heirs  shall  not  bo  entitled  to  disjmse  of  the  substance,  but  have 
only  the  annual  revenue. — ^The  legacies  to  her  relations  in  England  con¬ 
sist  of  some  jewellery  and  other  small  tokens  of  remembrance. 

Davies  Gilbert,  £^.,  the  President,  presented  the  Royal  Society,  on  his 
late  election,  with  a  munificent  donation  of  1  J)00/.,  the  interest  of  which 
is  to  be  appropriated  to  scientific  purposes. 

*  Excellent  Example. — Mr  Marriott,  the  worthy  Magistrate  of  Queen 
Square,  has  set  an  excellent  example  for  the  Bench  of  Judges  in  superior 
courts  to  follow  in  crim.  con.  actions  for  coinpensatjon.  A  Mr  Michael 
Lawless,  an  Irishman,  who  had  probably  gathered  his  ideas  of  law  from 
two  recent  verdicts  in  which  damages  were  given  against  the  seducers  of 
married  ladies,  applied  at  Queen  square  office  for  compensation  and  justice 
agaiiift  a  Mr  Andrew  Jones  for  washing  ^nd  lodging,  and  for  the  seduction 
of  his  wife  by  the  said  Mr  Jones,  **  who  represented  himself  as  her  brother, 
and  abused  his  rights  as  a  man,  for  which  damage  he  charged  11s.**  The 
worthy  magistrate,  astonished  at  the  application,  desired  the  applicant  to 
be  turned  out  of  the  office,  observing  at  the  same  time,  that  **  he  never  had 
heard  of  such  a  piece  of  impudence  in  his  life.**  In  the  higher  courts  of 
law  the  only  astonishment  would  have  been  at  the  low  amount  at  which 
the  plaCntift'had  laid  his  damages ;  but  if  the  hint  be  taken,  we  may  expect 
to  seeloy  Lord  Tentcrden,  or  Chief  Justice  Best,  turning  round,  like  Mr 
Marriott,'  and  ordering  the  plaintiffs  in  crim,  eon,  actions  to  be  turned  out 
of  court,  with  an  expression  of  horror  at  their  impudence.  Mr  Michael 
Lawless  had  at  least  one  merit  over  more  elevated  suitors  in  such  cases, 
for,  instead  of  making  a  great  parade  about  what  he  had  lost,  he  modestly 
appraised  it  at  tometliing  like  its  real  vulue ,-^Globe, 

Tub  Stage  o.  the  Court.— The  following  generous  act  is  related  of 
the  Countess  do  Sparre,  the  daughter  of  the  celebrated  Naldi,  well  known 
in  London  : — Baron  de  Sparre,  a  son  by  the  Count's  first  marriage  with 
Ma’dUc.  de  Montholon,  the  daughter  of  M.  de  Montholon,  re-niarried  to  M.

SECONDARIES  COURT,  Dec.  21,  • 

CRIMINAL  CONVERSATION — REYNOLDS  V,  DAVIS.  ^ 

The  defendant  in  this  action  had  suffered  judgment  bv  default  and 
Jury  were  assembled  te  assess  the  damages.  ’ 

Mr  C.  PniLLiPi  stated  the  case.  Mr  Reynolds,  be  said,  was  a  retpec- 
Uble  merchant  in  the  City,  who,  before  1825,  bed  realised  consideiablo 
property,  but  subsequently  had  fallen  into  difficulties,  though  he  bad 
always  maintained  his  character  for  integrity.  The  defendant  Davis  was 
his  apprentice,  and  lived  in  his  house,  so  that  he  had  opportunities,  during 
theabsence  of  plaintiff  on  business,  to  make  experiments  on  the  virtueof  Mrs 
Reynolds, in  which  he  unfortunately  proved  successful, although  the  platn- 
tiff  doated  upon  his  wife,  who  had  brought  him  two  children, and  they  bad 
lived  most  happily  together  up  to  this  period.  **  If  this  young  man  (said 
Mr  P.)  had  embezzled  a  few  paltry  pounds  of  his  ma8ter*8,  and  the  ofienc* 
had  been  brought  home  to  him,  he  would  have  been  transported  for  four¬ 
teen  years  $  but  here  he  plunders  him,  not  of  a  trifling  sum  of  money,  but 
of  that  happiness  which  can  never  be  replaced,  and  the  law  says,  that 
the  compensation  shall  be  in  money.  An  attempt  was  made  by  one  of 
the  most  illustrious  pemns  that  ever  graced  the  bar  of  England— I  mean 
Lord  Erskine— to  render  this  crime  an  offence  of  more  serious  import,  to 
place  the  adulterer  in  the  same  situation  as  the  less  guilty  robber.  I  am' 
sorry  to  say  that  that  attempt  was  frustrated  by  the  House  of  Commons 
— so  that  it  was  left  (to  our  shame)  to  be  acted  on  by  the  Legislature  of  a 
neighbouring  country.  In  France,  the  culprit  is  not  dragged  into  Court 
to  pay  a  few  pounds,  but  he  is  placed  at  the  bar  of  a  criminal  court,  and 
made  to  pay  in  imprisonment  for  the  tortures  he  has  inflicted  on  an  unof¬ 
fending  plaintiff.  Hut  why  do  1  mention  this  to-day  ?  It  is  for  this 
reason,  gentlemen.  When  you  And  that  money.is  the  only  medium  by 
which  you  can  express  your  sense  of  what  yon  can  feel  for  my  client,  you 
may  take  care  to  give  such  damages  as  may  not  only  rescue  the  plaintiff 
from  any  imputation  of  a  guilty  connivance  in  the  act,  but  also  make  the 
defendant  expiate  in  prison  bis  offeuce|  if  he  cauuot  find  the  mooey  to 
'  meet  your  verdict  with. 

Witnesses  were  then  called  to  prove  the  case.  Frances  Hiddletm, 
who  had  lived  with  Mr  Reynolds  on  Bread  street  Hill,  deposed,  that  in 
June  last  she  observed,  while  her  master  was  travelling  in  the  country  on 
business,  a  suspicious  intimacy  between  her  mistress  and  Mr  Davis,  and 
subsequently  she  saw  them  several  times  in  bed  together.  She  was  at 
first  reluctant  to  tell  her  master,  hut  afterwards  informed  him  of  what 
she  knew.— 3fr  Davis,  surgeon,  said  he  had  known  Mr  Reynolds  twenty* 
five  years  :  he  was  about  40  years  of  age,  and  Mrs  R.  seemed  about  JO. 
(Frances  Middleton  said,  her  mistress  was  40;  and  her  master,  49;  and 
the  defendant,  21.)  He  never  knew  a  happiei;  couple  in  his  life,  and  Me 
Reynolds  was  exceedingly  fond  of  his  children,  who  were  about  Ute  ages 
of  13  and  14* 

Mr  Potter  (the  Under  Secondary)  said,  the  Jury  had  to  determine 
upon  what  would  be  compensation  for  the  injury  the  plaintiff  had  sus¬ 
tained.  it  was  their  duty  to  take  into  con8ideralioii*lhe  previous  terms oa 
which  the  husband  and  wife  had  lived  ;  and  they  must  also  notibrget  the 
youth  of  the  defendant,  nor  the  important  question  whether  be  had  not 
Men  led  into  the  commission  of  the  offence  by  the  plaintiff's  wife,  with 
whom  he  was, as  a  matter  of  duty,  in  the  habit  of  remaining  at  home, 
and  with  whom  he  had  had  many  opportunities,  in  the  absence  of  the 
plaintiff. 

One  of  the  Jurymen  wishing  to  know  the  age  of  Mrs  Reynolds,  ^ 

Mr  Peter  Ashel  Burrell  was  called,  who  stated  that  he  was  in  the 
employment  of  Messrs  Watson  and  Broughton,  and  frequently  saw  Mrs 
Reynolds,  who  came  to  the  office  to  receive  her  monthly  payments. 
From  her  appearance  he  should  judge  that  she  was  32  or  33  years  of 
age  ;  she  was  a  pretty,  genteel,  and  active  woman  ;  the  defendant  WM 
about  20  years  ot  age. 

The  Jury  assessed  the  damages  at  200/.

Extensive  Robbery. — Late  on  Sunday  night,  or  early  on  Monday 
warning,  some  thieves  effected  an  entrance  at  the  back  part  of  the  premises 
of’Mr  l^udan,  watch  maker  and  jeweller,  Blackfriars  road  (opposite  Christ 
church),  and  succeeded  in  carrying  off  nearly  every  article  of  property  in 
the  shop  and  lower  part  of  the  bouse.

Disturbance  at  St  Mark's  Church. — St  Mark's  Church,  Clerken- 
well,  on  Sunday  evening  exhibited  a  scene  at  once  disgraceful  to  those 
concerned  and  painful  to  the  feelings  of  those  who  witnessed  it.  It 
appears  that  the  Rev.  Mr  Mortimer,  the  officiating  minister,  being  desirous 
that  those  of  his  bearers  who  aro  not  renters  of  pews  should  be  accommo¬ 
dated  with  seats  earlier  than  heretofore  (the  conclusion  of  the  second  lesson), 
gave  out  a  few  Sundays  since,  that  such  pews  as  were  not  occupied  at 
fiv^  minutes  after  the  commencement  of  tne  service,  should  filled  up. 
Acting  on  this  notice,  a  respectable  party  had  let  themselves  into  a  front 
pew  in  the  gallery.  But  the  owners  of  the  pew  arriving  soon  after,  and 
not  feeling  satisfied  at  being  thus  excluded,  applied  to  the  churchwarden, 
who  immediately  represented  to  the  intruders  the  necessity  of  withdrawing. 
The  request  being  disregarded,  the  beadle  was  desired  to  r-*roove  them. 
They,  however,  still  resisted;  and  the  situation  being  unfortunately  a  most 
coDspicuous  one,  the  noise  attracted  the  notice  of  the  congregation ;  a 
person  in  the  middle  aisle  most  indecorously  called  out  "  Shame !  shame  1  * 
Sind  several  others  hissed,  and  seconded  his  clamour.  The  offending  party 
thus  encouraged,  continued  to  resist  the  authorities  oppos^  to  them,  the 
•mryice  was  stopped,  several  ladies  fainted,  and  an  indescribable  scene  of 
•onfasion  ensoed,  which  would  doubtless  have  completely  put  an  end  to 
tbn  serviee  of  the  evening,  if  the  Rev.  Mr  Mortimer  had  not,  with  mneh 
firmness  and  presence  of  mind  (though  evidently  labonring  under  extreme 
s^fitaiion),  placed  himeelf  on  the  steps  of  the  cooraionion  table,  and  with 
,gmat  eamestnms  supported  the  authority  of  the  churchfrarden,  and  le- 
quested  the  parQr  to  withdraw.  Order  being  thus  rtstored,  the  service

!  sence  of  human  justice— with  what  sentiment  does  it  inspire  you  1— All  I 
feel  is  regret  for  the  trouble  I  give  you.— He  was  pronounced  insane,  and 
ordered  to  be  confined  for  life. 

Poison  and  Rodbery.— On  Monday  last,  a  steam-boat  left  Lochgilp¬ 
head  for  Glasgow,  having,  among  other  passengers,  two  Highlanders  of 
the  name  of  Lainond,  an  Irishman  named  Stewart,  and  two  women,  also 
natives  of  Ireland.  The  Irish  party  asked  the  two  Highlanders  to  drink 
with  them,  and  while  they  were  enjoying  themselves,  a  quantity  of  lauda¬ 
num  was  infused  into  the  glass  of  Robert  Lamond,  and  he  expired  of  its 
effects  on  Tuesday  morning.  Captain  Stewart  had  the  party  instantly 
searched,  when  a  crystal  bottle,  which  had  recently  contained  the  above 
mortal  drug,  and  nearly  20/.  of  the  deceased's  money,  was  found  in  their 
possession.  The  party  were  taken  into  custody  at  Glasgow,  and  there  is 
no  doubt  that  the  robbery,  at  least,  will  be  proved  against  tbam.  It  will 
be  recollected,  that  on  the  25th  of  May  last,  a  man  came  by  his  death  in  a 
a  house  in  Trongate  in  the  same  mysterious  manner,  snd  on  the  19lh  of 
October,  another  man  was  murdered  in  the  same  way  in  the  Bridgegate. 
The  Glasgow  Herald  says,  a  fixed  belief  exists  amongst  sobm  peeplo 
here,  that  the  above  persons  make  a  livelihood  by  the  commission  of  murder* 
and  robbery  ;  and  they  may  have  been  the  same  wretches  who  were  con-^ 
cerned  in  poisoning  a  man  who  came  off  the  Glasgow  coach  od  its  landing, 
in  Edinburgh,  about  ten  months  ago,  and  that  there  is  a  strong  presump¬ 
tion  that  both  of  them  were  concern^  in  depriving  of  life  the  two  men 
mentioned  above.  The  two  prisoners,  at  their  examination,  completely, 
contradicted  each  other  in  the  most  material  points.  The  man,  Stewart, 
has  been  fiositively  sworn  to  by  the  publican  in  llridgeMte  street  as  being 
the  same  fellow  who  was  along  with  the  man  who  died  in  bis  eliop  in 
October  last ;  and  that  the  name  of  the  woman  who  inns  in  the  cuslody  in 
May  last,  charged  with  being  art  and  part  in  committing  the  murder  in 
Trongate,  mentioned  above,  was  also  Smith. — Seotsman.l 

HousE-nncAKiNa,  &c. — Scarcely  a  day  now  passes  that  you  do  not  hear 
of  tome  burglary  or  other  robbery  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  metropolis. 
The  nervous  are  kept  in  a  state  of  i^rptiutl  aiarm,  and  the  usual  Question 
asked  of  the  milk-maid  in  the  morning  it,  "  Whose  bouse  was  roblied  last 
night  ?"  A  Correspondent  of  the  Times  writes,  ‘‘  the  alarming  extent  to 
which  burglaries  are  now  committed  in  the  parishes  of  Caroherwcll,  New¬ 
ington,  Kennington,  and  Lambeth,  may  a|»ply  to  most  of  the  out-parishes 
round  London.  All  that  individual  precaution  can  aeeont|>lish  has  been[ 
done  in  this  parish  (Camberwell.)  Most  of  the  inhabitanu  have  their  doors* 
and  ihutters  lined  with  iron,  besides  iron  bars  and  bolts.  Alarms  of  overy . 
description  are  resorted  to,  and  aseoeiations  formed  to  reward  thoee  who 
discover  the  offenders ;  nevertheless,  scarcely  a  night  paaces  without  eome 
burglary  being  committed  or  a  daring  atteiniH  made;  the  strongest  fasten¬ 
ings  being  cut  through  without  being  heard  by  the  inmates ;  aad  tlio 
inhahitaiiU  are  kept  in  a  continual  slaU  of  fear  aad  trambling."— Tbo 
Times  adds,  "the  number  of  burglaries,  aad  the  atrocity  of  thejiobbors, 
have  increased  beyond  ail  precedent  during  the  last  few  nonthr  io  woeC 
parts  of  the  ontskirts  of  the  roetroimlis,  and  for  many  milee  reuad.  The 
personal  outrage  which  in  some  instaocee  aceoropaaiee  these  rufian  enter* 
prises  against  the  repose  of  eodiety  ie  enough  to  make  us  shudder  for  what 
may  befal  the  most  helpless  families  in  these  long  nijj^hls;  and  if  Qovem* 
mentdo  not  consider  and  propose  the  meaae  of  proieeUog  with  more  efilcaey 
than  hitherto  the  property  which  the  Ux  gatherer  leaves  in  the  bands  ef  its 
ownere,  there  ie  no  ealculaiiag  bow  far  ibis  eapiul  and  its  aeighhourh^ 
may  return  towards  the  sUte  la  which  it  existed  before  the  war  of  ItW,. 
when  burglariee,  robberiee  of  the  perwHi,  aad  murders,  wen  as  certaife  a« 
the  succession  ef  night  to  suoshiae.  Nothing,  we  are  eare,  can  or  will

THE  EXAMINER. 


Wrkce  of  the  William,  West  Indiaman,  and  Loss  of  all  Hands. 
—About  six  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  Friday  week,  a  large  brig,  of  about 
250  tons  burthen,  went  on  a  reef  of  rocks  near  Fortelle,  about  two  miles  east 
of  Boulogne  ;  a  dreadful  surf  running  at  the  time,  she  rery  shortly  rolled 
over  ana  went  entirely  to  pieces,  and  all  on  board  perished.  A  man  of 
colour  reached  the  shore,  dreadfully  exhausted  and  bruised ;  he  was  able 
to  walk  up  the  sands  some  distance  by  the  aid  of  some  humane  fishermen, 
but  was  unable  to  speak;  they  gare  him  a  little  brandy,  and  were  in  the 
act  of  taking  him  to  their  house  when  the  custom-house  officers  arrired, 
who  ordered  the  fishermen  to  leare  their  charge,  on  the  penalty  of  a  thrust 
from  their  bayonets  if  they  refused ;  this  they  reluctantly  did,  and  the  cus¬ 
tom-house  officers  proceeded  to  get  such  Taluables  as  might  float  ashore, 
while  the  poor  black — left  exposed  in  the  wet  and  cold  for^  ieveral  hourt ! 
•—perished  on  the  swt  where  the  inhuman  monsters  leii  him. — -This  is  the 
return  made  to  the  English  by  some  of  the  authorities  of  the  politest  nation 
in  the  world,  for  their  humanity  to  the  passengers  and  crew  of  the  Jeune 
Etnma^  French  West  Indiaman,  recently  lost  on  the  coast  of  Wales !  She 
prores  to  be  the  fVilliam^  of  Liverpool,  from  the  West  Indies,  with  a 
cargo  of  coffee,  sugar,  cotton,  logwood,  &c.  Several  of  the  dead  bodies 
were  seen  floating  in  along  shore  in  the  afternoon,  but  the  douaniers  would 
not  permit  them  to  be  picked  up,  consequently  they  washed  out  again. 
The  inhuman  conduct  of  those  whose  duty  it  is  to  attend  in  cases  of  this 
kind,  has  caused  a  universal  feeling  of  disgust  among  the  English,  and 
most  of  the  French,  in  Boulogne.  The  only  excuse  made  by  the  principals 
in  this  affair,  for  their  conduct,  is,  they  were  apprehensive  the  vessel  was 
from  an  %inhealthy  port ;  even  if  this  had  been  the  case,  surely  much  more 
was  to  be  apprehended  from  the  cotton,  and  other  articles  of  the  like 
nature,  which  they  sought  after  with  great  avidity  and  much  risk. — From 
a  Dover  Correspondent.

So  many  works  on  horticultural  subjects,  and  some  of  these  of  the  hishest 
order  of  merit,  beine  already  before  the  public,  it  may  appear  superfinoa*  te 
introduce  another.  In  order,  therefore,  to  justify  tbit  attempt,  it  will  be  nroDer 
to  state  some  of  the  reasons  which  have  induced  the  Author  to  produce  this 
periodical,  and  then  to  give  a  succinct  account  of  the  nature  of  the  work  Itself- 
in  doing  which,  he  hopes  to  make  it  evident,  that  it  U  composed  upon  an  entirely 
new  plan,  embracing  views  of  the  philosophy  of  natnre  which  have  not  hitherto 
been  entertained,  aud  comprehonding  such  a  variety  of  matter  on  scientific  and 
practical  subjects,  as.  when  cheapness  of  price  is  taken  into  the  account,  will 
leave  it  without  any  rival  or  competitor  whatsoever.

On#  of  ftiese  objects  is  to  eolarge  iho  * 
circle  of  science  by  exciting  the  enqairing  mind  to  earnest  investigstioa  into 
the  causes  of  natural  phenomena.  Tills,  the  author  concelvea  will  be  moot 
readily  elTected  by  enabling  the  reader  to  rnmpare  aiUhurities.  He  has  tliarw- 
fore  quoted  largely  from  the  works  of  some  of  the  most  eminent  rbemUts  aod  phi¬ 
losophers  of  the  modern  school,  and  then  haa  added  such  occasional  remarks 
as  have  been  suggested  by  his  own  exDerience  and  reflection.
